DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 - 6 and 8 - 16 are considered allowable since when reading 
the claims in light of the specification (MPEP § 21 1 .01 ) or In re Sneed , 71 0 
F .2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385, 388 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the 
references of record alone or in combination disclose or suggest the 
combination of limitations specified in independent claim 1, including 
"receiving the broadcast encoded video programming in the vertical 
blanking interval in a mobile portable handheld device" (supported at e. g. 
paragraph [0059] and [0060]), "decode the encoded video programming 
from the vertical blanking interval in a mobile portable handheld device" 
(supported at e. g. paragraph [0069]) for using unused vertical blanking 
interval (VBI) lines and unused/non-interfering Active lines in a television 
broadcast and receiving a premium cable channel in a mobile portable 
handheld device. Inter alia, independent claim 9 cites similar limitations. 
The closest prior art (Krisbergh, USPPGPubN20040078824), teaches 
cable a television distribution network including head end distribution 
equipment for transmitting television channels where the transmitting 
information can be inserted in the VBI (vertical blanking interval). Another 
prior art (Yoshimura, USPN 5917467) teaches a potable PC card receiving 
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a TV broadcast channels. Both references do not include portable 
handheld with integrated features screen and speaker for using unused 
vertical blanking interval (VBI) lines and unused/non-interfering Active lines 
in a television broadcast when receiving a premium cable channel in a 
mobile portable handheld device.
